Question...Are elongateds tokens, medals, coins or...? A fine 
book by the Krause organization, COINS, Questions & Answers, 
answers that query with the following" "... if a choice has to. 
be made between coins and medals, they can only be reguarded 
as commemorative medals in as much as the die impressions that 
made them coins has been all but obliterated by the elongating 
process." Price of this fine book is $3.95 at your local coin 
shop, however that answer appears to be in error at least as for 
as this writter is concerned. 

It is true that the side with the new image no longer 
looks like a coin BUT the other side,usually the obverse has a 
readily recognized Lincoln with full details remaining. Thus 
it is not an obliterated coin... at least not fully so. Are 
elongateds coins?. You can't spend them at face value; but who 
would want to? Are the elongateds we love mere tokens? 

Webster says "TOKEN n.. Something meant to represent an act, 
eventor feeling." It overlooks the elongateds that are membership 
cards unless you call that an act. Also bypassed are the 
elongateds that encompass Presidental portraits, business cards 
and other situations not exactly described by the dictionary. 

Other tokens indicated include a coin like metal piece used in 
lieu of money as in bus fares. (Still not a real description 
of an elongated but it touches another base.) Now lets look at 
medals and see what Random House says in their concise edition.

The B-17 Flying Fortress Lives On! by Vance Fowler TEC #805 

"Easy now!" The seasoned combat pilot teased his machine over a low row of hills barely 
above the scrubby treetops. The ground flashed under the belly of his ship. Its awesome 
shadow streaked over the landscape. The deafening roar of the four huge engines shook the 
earth with terrifying intensity. This was a TOP SECRET mission, a ground level attack. 

Only the crew of this flying fortress knew what was taking place. 

"Target sighted," yelled the nose gunner! Straight ahead, rising menacingly from the 
ground, stood the objective. At this moment, it was the enemy. Nothing else mattered. 

The death and carnage of previous missions fell to subconscious levels. Sweating palms 
tensed at the controls. The flight crew knew that this surprise attack would not be 
expected. There would not be time for the many people in the surrounding fields to react. 
They would helplessly scramble for cover as the American plane came in with no advance 
warning at such a low level as to not be detectable to the primitive radar systems of trre - day. 

Closer now, ever closer, the aircraft was in sight. The people screamed and gestured and 
began running. Too late! The great airship was over the target in an instant at full 
throttle. "Target destroyed! Pull up! Pull up!" The huge bird responded agonizingly 
slow but rose steadily against the grip of gravity and cleared the next row of hills. A 
roar of triumph rippled through the crew as they pressed their faces against the tiny 
windows to try to get a glimpse of what lay behind them. 

"See, I told you it would work," yelled the co-pilot. This daring crew of a B-17 bomber had 
just succeeded in blowing over an outhouse in a farm field in Australia during World War II. 
Their only weapon was the prop blast of the engines at low altitude. This same crew also 
dropped "bombs" from 30,000 feet directly on target which consisted of watermelons they 
appropriated from the farm next to their base runway. One of the crew is still married to 
the woman he met in the local town where they flew down main street between the buildings 
looking in second story windows at terrified residents. 

Such were the stories that were told from sunup to sundown at the recent 50th anniversary 
of the B-17 held at Boeing Field in Seattle. It was also a carefully planned reunion of 
B-17 crews from all over the world. Nearly 14,000 men showed up with families and friends. 

It was a warm affair with tears and comradery from bygone days renewed. Tales of the good 
times shared during the worst of times came to light. It was a time for remembering. It 
was time to recall the men and machines that helped keep America free of oppression. 

Thousands could not be present. Many of them paid the supreme sacrifice in combat decades 
ago, but this was a time to laugh, joke, and enjoy the peace of our time. It had a carnival 
atmosphere with tours, activities, entertainment and speeches. Only when the daily flybys 
of vintage World War II bombers came up with their genuine fighter escorts did a semblance 
of reverence come over the crowd. It was a grand gathering. 

I had the privilege of being there for a few minutes to feel of the spirit and the patriot¬ 
ism among these men that are now carrying mostly white hairs. I heard the stories. I was 
touched. I was proud to be in their midst. They gave a lot so I could raise my own family 
in freedom. And, of course, in the middle of it all, against a wall, in the Museum of 

Flight at Boeing Field stood one of my automatic elongating machines. 

I had made up a special B-17 die for the event as I often do for such activities. It 
features a flying fortress in combat. Flak is exploding around the craft as its guns blaze 
away with tracer ammo. The bombay doors are open and the 500 pounders are whistling 
earthward. Little did I know what the response to the die and the machine would be! 

Those B-17er's discovered the roller when the Museum opened its doors at 10:00 a.m. and 

began running it. A line formed at the machine that was 10 to 12 people deep almost 

constantly. When I arrived, the machine was hot from running without a moment between 
customers. It continued on that way the entire day. 

These Cimeter elongating machines are designed to run profitably at 10 to 20 operations 
per day. I have had some very unusual circumstances where the machines have run 400 times 
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in a day but nothing ever like what took place at the B-17 group convention. These . 
machines are not like hand crankers. The customer operates the device. 500 must 
be placed into the machine and then a cent. Instructions must be followed, push 
chutes pressed, and curiosity satisfied. Each operation takes some time. When the 
museum closed at 5:00 p.m. that day the machine had set my all time record of over 
700 operations. It was incredible and those B-17 elongateds are now spread out all 
over the world helping old bomb crews recall the delightsome event. Thousands more 
continue to take them home as souvenirs. The device is still on duty up in Seattle. 
However, the actual men that made the B-17 Flying Fortress famous, also made the 
Cimeter elongating machine set a record that will stand in my books for months and 
possibly years to come. I personally operate 37 machines and none of the others have 
even come close to the activity of that day. The B-17 lives on!

While in the hospital at Bluffton, In., I was talking to a 
fellow, who, like myself, was there for some tests. I had mentioned 
that I was a collector of Elongated Cents, to which, he had answered 
me, by saying a friend of his had several, and would sell them all 
for $25.00, but that he had a couple he wanted $10.00 apiece for. 

After talking for a while, and trying to find out what they might 
be, the fellow said one of the $10.00 ones was a Boston Store. 

Right away the Decatur In. #1 came to my mind, but he was positive 
it wasn’t from Decatur, In., altho he couldn't remember just where 
it was from. I then mentioned Omaha, Nb. #2 and after a moments 
study, he said. No, I don't belive it was from Nebraska, either'.' 

By this time my poor oldheart was beginning to thump, for we had had 
a Boston Store in Richmond, before downtown was levelled in the 
explosion of "68". See Ind- XXX #2. The explosion was on April 
6th, 1968. I had never been able to pin-point anytime, or of 
Elongates being made for Richmond Store, so was shook up just thinking 
I may have stumbled on to a real rarity. 

As I don't drive anymore (a little eye trouble) I took off, 
early, hitchhiking, the 60 miles to the address, I had been given. 

Got there about 4:30 pm, sameday and had no trouble finding the 
house, where I bought 7 elongated cents for $25.00. The owner was 
honest enough' to tell me he would have taken $15.00 for the seven 
but the fellow in the hospitalhad called him and told him to hold 
out for $25.00. He asked me what would I give for them? I said 
$25.00. He said,"I'll take it". The deal was made in less time 
than it has taken me to tell you about it. 

I wouldn't take $25.00 for either one of the two he wanted 
$10.00 for, so know I got a real bargain. One of the remaining 5 I 
don't have in my collection, and 5 of the 7 are listed in Martin Dow 
book. 

I stayed all night in the small town, and came home the next 
day a very pleased young man, (77 years young.)

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SETTING A GUINNESS WORLD RECORD By TOM GERHARDT

To promote the celebration of the 50th Anniversary of Hoover 
Dam, a Boulder City, Nevada business man, Kae Pohe decided to set a 
Guinness World Record for the lonqest line of coins laid end-to-end. 

The initial idea was 10 miles of pennies laid from Hoover Dam to 
Boulder City but for safety reasons coins were placed 4 wide halfway 
to the Dam and through part of Boulder City, for a total distance 
of 21,391 miles. 

On the morning of September 21, 1985 more than 700 volunteers 
began laying 1,807,296 pennies. Four hours later all coins were in 
place, with the Disney characters, Mickey and Minnie Mouse laying 
the last pennies. 

For photographic purposes, most of the coins were shiny 1985 
pennies. I requested some pre-zinc pennies to be included for me 
to use in producing a limited edition of 6700 Guinness World Record 
Elongated Coins, as the new zinc pennies are unacceptable for 
producing a suitable collectable souvenir of this great event. 

When the record was declared official, these copper cents 
were rushed to me in the City Park and I began rolling them as fast 
as I could, with my assistant, Terri Zarling, sticking them to a 
Certificate of Authenticity, stating that this penny was part of 
the new Guinness World Record for coins laying and a commemmorative 
to the magnificence of the construction of Hoover Dam, fifty years 
ago. These Elongated Coins will be sold with the certificate of 
authenticity to rase money for the Boulder City Museum. 

Congratulations to Kae and Liz Pohe and the hundreds of Volunteers 
that made this new record for coin laying a complete success.

DOUGLAS FAIRBANKS, SR. 


Its been more than half a century since the name Douglas 
Fairbanks was familiar to me and that cinema star was everyone's 
hero. He was a pirate, a rouge (lovable) and the husban of Mary 
Pickford, Americas sweetheart at the time. But like all make 
belive supermen he passed into another world and his memory has 
become dim for the average golden age citizen and not-existent 
for the teen ager. 

All the foregoing is merely an introduction to another Douglas 
Fairbanks, Sr. who is a radically different person than my hero of 
the twenties but neverless is a hero on a much happier scale. In 
the short time I have known him he has impressed me with his 
honesty, his diverse elongated material and his superb sales 
literature. Before I go any further I'd like to emphasize that 
this tribute is NOT motivated by his offering the book " Yesterdays 
Elongateds" at a bargain price. I had nothing to do with any 
purchase he may have made and certainly nothing to do with any sales. 
I have had numerous dealings with him as a dealer and can 
testify to his integrity. However the real motivation to this 
article is the sales catalog which he offers for substantially less 
than it cost him to print. (This does not include the many hours 
it must have taken to assemble the data. 

One of the reasons everyone should own his catalog is the 
pricing guide which is accurate and up to date. More than 4000 
coins are listed, all prices are probably based on actual sales 
or costs which is far more accurate than trying to price coins by 
asking rollers what they sold or bought for. All too often I 
received imaginary guides from those who wanted to make a coin in 
a higher or lower bracket. Being able to buy coins at honest 
prices from him is the major reason for owning the catalog. I 
don't know how many of the original listing remain in his stock 
but chances are you will find old issues and current ones at 
affordable prices. 

The short article by Doug in the last newsletter indicated 
disenchantment with the hobby due to an apparent lack of interest 
in his publication. The problem is that so many elongateds are 
being offered that it distracts the averago collector and reduces 
demand, but in this instance I can heartily recommend the pricing 
guide, especially for anyone who specializes in a subject. With 
more than 4000 coins to choose from, even the most specialized 
field must have a selection. 

I would like to take this moment also to thank TEC members 
for electing me as their Board representative. I assureyou, as 
long as my health holds out, I will do my best to help my hobby 
and all its adherents. I would also like to thank Sally Kirka for 
all the work she did over the years for TEC. She merits unanimous 
applause and a verbal pat on the back. Al and Sally's Newsletters 
had great warmth and now rank as collectors items.

ALASKA PURCHASE CENTENNIAL ELONGATED

A-67, as we Alaskans call the purchase eentennial, was commemorated on elongateds by 
two rollers, Ihnny B. Crabb of Woodland Hills, California and Lloyd E. Wagaman of Camby, Ind. 


Danny Crabb probably didn't have the specific goal of commemorating the purchase ©f 
Alaska in mind when he rolled his issue. Crabb rolled copies of Jim Bean decanters. I'm not 
sure how many different decanters Crabb incorporated on elongateds but one list I have mumbers 
to #84. Luckily Jim Beam made two different Alaska related decanters that Crabb put on 
elongateds. The one that interests us in this issue of TEC News is his #60,Alaska Purchase. 
This elongated is discribed as: picture of decanter as the center piece, top right in two 
lines /Beam/Bottle/, bottom center in two lines /Alaska/Purchase/ most bottom center initials 
/DC/ with dotted border. Crabb is deceased so researching his issues is a bit more difficult 
than writting a letter. I know of no published listing of his issues or mintages which by 
no means is saying that they don't exist, I simply haven't found any. I do know that the 
Alaska Purchase Decanter was rolled on cents and silver dimes because I have both of these 
in my collection. I believe he rolled all decanter issues on cents and dimes, I don't know 
if he ever rolled on quarers or half dollars. I have no idea of mintages, if anyone has 
any information on_this ;elongated or have any for sale, I would like to hear from you. 

Conversely Lloyd E. Wagaman did set out to commemorate Alaskas' Purchase Centennial 
in 1967. The fruit of his effort is a well designed geometrically balanced elongated. Wagaman 
rolled this issue in his basement on December 24, 1966. Wagaman sold what he could to 
collectors and then sold the remainder to a jober who in turn sold them wholesale to coin 
ships. These elongateds were not sold in Alaska as part of the exonumia offered at the 
A-67 celebration. Wagaman kept careful track of all his elongateds and wrote a book called, 
"The Elongated Coins Issued By Lloyd Wagaman". This book was issued in the spring of 1973 
and is not copyrighted and any portion may be copied without permission, for the benefit of 
the hobby of collecting elongated coins. Credit should be given to the author for any 
portions used. The following is the discription, and mintages, from the book for Wagamans' 
Alaska #2. "Map for centerpiece./1967/to left of map and /I967/ to the right. Around top 
edge in one line/CENTENNIAL OF THE PURCHASE/ Below map in two lines /OF/ALASKA/ Initials/LW/ 
at lower left. Dotted border. (36 mm). Mintages: l<f: -2,223, 5<f: - 150, 10<£ -150, 25$ -50, 

50if - 50, $1.00 - 0, other - 0, destroyed die - 2. Although 2,223 does seem like a large 
mintage, 18 years has taken its toll. For the past two years I've been actively searching 
and have managed to locate only 18 cents. All my cents are rolled on 1965 or 1967 coinage. 

I know there are probably more but finding them is proving to be quite a challenge. Of the 
150 nickles I've located 8, of the 50 possible 5 piece denominational sets, (l<£,5<j:,10<f:,25<f:,50<f:, 
all of 1967 coinage) I have located two sets. 

These Purchase Centennial Elongateds are the only ones I know exiit. If anyone knows of 
others I'd like to hear from you about them.

THE CHROME PLATED ELONGATED 

a-) 1 ■ belieVe that this is first time anyone Chrome plated on Elongateds. 

How this came about, was that a very good friend of mine had started a chrome 
plated shop right across the street from my home. 

He Chrome plates auto trim parts which are mostly made from aluninum so 
I asked him if he would plate some Elongateds for me. He didn't want to 
take the time to do them but did do a few for me which came out very good 
They don’t plate every day as its only a part time plating operation and do 
it nights and on Saturday. After spoiling a bunch of them because I wasn't 
cleaning them properly — they did start coming out good. So, I go over 
there and help him so he will plate some for me and I set up the rack and tear 
it down, this way he doesn't have to do it. They are plated on a rack that 
holds 28 elongateds at a time as they cannot be plated like gold plating and 
cannot touch each other so are harder to plate. He won't plate to many at 
one time because the book says it could foul up his plating mixture and this 
is a 3 X 4 square and 4 ft. high tank and this is a lot of plating mixture 
to lose. This plating is good on the new pennies (zinc) as it will protect 
them because the zinc shows when we roll them and can cause rust to form 
very quickly when handled. Although they do not shine like a chrome on a 
car because of the copper and zinc in the penny. If you put a little lime 
on them or baking soda they will shine up. I have the following Chrome 
Plated Elongated Cents for sale at $1.00 each plus SASE.

The auction idea seems fair as it allows bidders to offer what they wish 
and allows me the chance to sell with a mimimum of problems. Elongateds 
probably won't make the buyer rich but they offer a steady lifetime return 
and a lot of other benefits. (The people met via the mails are wonderful 
and the opportunity to make elongateds that will be here long after the 
"rainter" has crossed the great divide is another asset.) 

. O.K...THIS IS THE ENTIRE PACKAGE. 

An elongating machine in first class shape with an electric, motor that 
produces a roll about every ten seconds. The dies are half-rounds capable 
of holding three images. ( Many of my dies have only two designs but the 
buyer can make three on each die.) 

An old time elongated machine,. very sturdy but hand operated. It 
includes a die with two 1943 designs. I have NOT sold any from the die but 
you can run the die on 1985 dated coins to prove they are reruns. 

There are 75 different dies with 145 images on them. Nine blank dies 
ready to be utilized and some new artwork are all part of the deal. 

A complete step-by-step guide to making dies via the photo etch process 
includes clear photos of each step or the buyer can visit and spend time 
with me if in the area. Knowing how to make dies is a major savings on the 
cost of the die. 

Normally a die design costs at least $40 so the inventory of dies 
immediately becomes a major asset. Also in the deal will be my complete 
mailing list which includes TEC members of course, but also many who 
answered ads in COINage and Coin World.
